Discharged From the Service as a Hope- 
le«w Cripple, He Recovered and Re-en- 
1 luted — Saved by a Noble Foe on the 
Field at C hancellorsville. 


“ Among the numerous instances of 
remarkable endurance and wonderful 
vitality of wounded soldiers that I had 
knowledge of during the late war, ” said 
a former hospital attendant, “ I recall 
none so remarkable as that of John Pe­ 
ters. 
At the battle of Ball’s Bluff ho 
was a member of the Forty-second New 
York regiment He was badly wounded 
in the hip, and ho fell on the field. 
While he lay there another ball frac­ 
tured his right kuee joint. Utterly help­ 
less, he was trampled beneath the feet 
of the contesting soldiers until the close 
of the engagement tmd was then taken 
prisoner tc Richmond. 
He remained 
there four mouths, when he was ex­ 
changed and sent with other wounded 
to the Philadelphia hospital. 
I was an 
attendant there. 
Peters’ wounds had 
been so carelessly attended to that he 
was worse off, if anything, than when 
he was first wounded. 
Wo did the best 
we could for him, but he was in such 
shape when able to leave the hospital 
that he was discharged from the service 
as permanently disabled. 
“ Borne months afterward I was trans­ 
ferred to a hospital at Washington and 
was there when the battle of Chancel­ 
lorsville was fought. 
Two weeks after 
that engagement a number of soldiers 
who had been wounded there were 
transferred from tho hospital at Acquia 
Creek to the 
Washington 
hospital 
Among tho most desperately and appar 
ently hopelessly wounded of these 1 
was amazed to discover John Peters, 
the soldier who had left tho Philadel­ 
phia hospital to pass officially as a lifo- 
long cripple 
When he was at last able 
to tell his story, I was still more 
amazed. After being discharged from 
the service as permanently disabled bo 
had placed ) imsclf in charge of a noted 
surgeon of that day and after some 
months was made almost as sound as he 
ever was. At any rate be was able to 
re-enlist, which he did in the One Hun 
dred and Fifteenth Pennsylvania and 
became orderly sergeant of his com­ 
pany. 
At Chancellorsville he was shot 
in the right thigh, the bullet causing a 
compound fracture, and almost at the

in the left hip and lodged there against 
the bona He fell and attempted to rise. 
As ho raised his head he was hit by a 
flying piece of shell, which fractured 
his skull and knocked him senseless. 
“ When Peters regained consciousness, 
his regiment had taken another posi­ 
tion, and he lay there between two rak­ 
ing fires, bullets, cannon balls and shells 
whizzing over him for hours, until at 
last he managed to drag himself a few 
yards away to tho bank of a stream 
where there were bushos. Grasping a 
bush, he pui’ed himself over the bank 
and let himself downi into the water, 
waist deep, which relieved his pain 
Our troops retreated soon after that, 
and the Confederate army swept by 
where Peters hung. After it had passed 
Peters endeavored to draw himself out 
of the stream to the bank, in hope that 
he might be picked up, but he found 
that the bush to which ho clung, wdiile 
sufficient to support him as he crouched 
in the water, was not stiff enough to 
bear his weight in efforts to pull him­ 
self up on the bank. There was a bush 
just below him evidently strong enough 
to enable him to accomplish hia pur­ 
pose, but it was out of his reach, and if 
he released his hold on the bush that 
was supporting him to make the at­ 
tempt to reach the stronger one he knew 
he would drop helpless in tho stream 
and drown. 
“ While he was thus facing death he 
saw a movement on the bank, and the 
next moment an emaciated face with a 
deathlike pallor on it appeared over tho 
edge. It was the unmistakable face of a 
badly wounded Confederate soldier who 
was dragging himself to the water. Tho 
sunken eyes fell on Peters, and the 
owner of them must have comprehend­ 
ed instantly Peters’ peril, for he dragged 
his body forward and, placing both 
hands on the bush that Peters longed 
for, bent it down toward his helpless 
foe and gasped: 
“ ‘Huyh, Yank, grab it!’ 
“ The bush dipped so close to Peters 
that he summoned all the little strength 
ho had left, let go the bush he was hold­ 
ing to and grabbed at the other one. He 
caught it It withstood his weight, and 
after a long and painful struggle he 
pulled himself by it to the top of the 
bank. 
As soon as be could recover 
breath enough ho turned to the wound­ 
ed Confederate, who lay quiet on the 
bank, to thank him for his kindness. 
Tho man was dead. 
His dying breath 
was spent in saving the life of a foe. 
“ Two days Peters dragged himself 
about that bloody field of battle before 
succor reached him. 
He had been re­ 
ported dead in the list. He was sent to 
the Acquia crock hospital, but 11 days 
passed before his wounds were dressed 
His case being decided to be 1 opeless, 
he was sent to the hospital at Washing­ 
ton. 
Ho was there a month, during 
which it wm expected hourly that he 
would die, so desperato was his case 
But ho did not die, and I heard subse­ 
quently, having quit tho hospital serv­ 
ice, that he had been discharged from 
the hospital so much restored in health 
that he was preparing for a third en­ 
listment 
Whether he did enter the 
service again I never knew ” —New 
York Sun.

Architectural engineering is a branch 
*f the gentl«' art of making mud pics in 
the land where the adobe houses grow. 
In the land of sunshine, whero a rainy 
day is so rare that it is marked with a 
ted cross, tlio native contractor and 
builder wastes 110 time figuring cu tho 
strength of material, the crushing lim it 
of tubular columns and the wind pres­ 
sure p«r square foot of elevation. 
Ho 
dot's not pore ov«r blue prints of plans, 
cross sections aud elevations, nor does 
he w hittle down his figures to the finest 
point so as to come umler some other 
contractor’s bid. 
He simply rolls his 
trousers up above his knees, digs down 
in a favored ditch or pond until he 
strikes the “ dobo m ud,” and in a short 
tirno he is ready to begin constructive 
operations. 
Adobe houses are brick houses, but 
the brick is sun dried aud made with 
Straw. Tho clay or mud of which the 
brick is made is a, natural cement pe 
culiar to the arid plains of New Mexicc\ 
Arizona, Nevada and that belt- of state* 
and territories. 
It is turned out in thf 
most primitive manner, aud the Blue 
Island brickraaker who might happen 
upon a half breed or Mexican tlobe 
brickmaker would view the operatic« 
with aniAsem« nt or disgust. Kiln burn­ 
ed brick, made of blue clay, however, 
would not meet the requirements im- 
posKxl by the c lim atic conditions of thost 
countries where adobe brick is us« d. 
In summer an adobe hous«' is cool; ix 
winter it is warm. 
Its thick walls ab­ 
sorb the occasional rain, and, although 
the sun drietl brick is soft compared to 
the kiln dried article, it does not crum­ 
ble, and it stands for ages. 
A man who recently traveled through 
New Mexico was much interested in tho 
dobo houses. 
For weeks he inquired 
xnd searched for a ’dole house in the 
bauds of the builders. 
At length in 
Santa Fe he stumbled upon a couple of 
men stamping with tboir bare feet upon 
clay in a wooden frame. 
He inquired 
and found that he was looking upon twe 
Mexicans making adobe brick. 
In t.e 
scribing tbe process ho said: 
‘‘The men actually dug up tho ’dob« 
stud 
theb^tte’u r*f tho ditch which 
Akirtcil the road. 
They mixed it, or, us 
wo say, ‘tempered’ it with water until 
it was of a stiff, clayey consistency 
Then they chopped alfalfa bay intt 
Abort pieces and mixed it with the clay, 
and their material was ready to make 
into brick. 
A wood frame lay on the 
ground. This frame was filled with the 
'«lob- mud mixed with bay, and one of 
the men got into the frame and stamped 
tho mud down w ith Lis bare-fee«, at 
th«* same time tamping it With a stick 
After th«' xramc was pa« keti han't ht 
scraped the surplus mud off with & 
stick, so that the top Surface was level 
with the upp< r edges of the frame, and 
then lifting the frame from the clay he 
carried the brick to one side of the road 
aud stood it on its edge. The in xt brick 
he made ho leaned against tbe first <>no, 
and £<■ on he had a dozen mvg»' bricks— 
each ti* ice as wide and long and think 
as an ordinary bri< k—drying iu th* 
sun. One of the n>n told m«* that Hi* 
bricks would Le r« atly to lay in three w 
four «lays, aud that th: y us* d the mod 
which the bricks ;.r< made of for tie 
plastc r. 
“ The w all • of a 1 udobe bouse are vc rj 
thick, .'ran* times two or three feet, and 
in the ordinary one Gory adobe boose, 
.vhieh is characteristic of that region, 
they are built up perfectly plain until 
tie y res« h the roof. Th«* reof isoipport 
«d on wtjodrn beauts, laid edgewise on 
the w a lls and tbe brick* ar<* bn.H up 
level with the top of the beams be tween 
tho timbers, l«*aving tho edge of the 
rafters exposed. 
The* x*oof has a slight 
slant, ami is made of adobe brick* 
When it rains, the water oaks into the 
ro« f bricks, but does not Li gin to drip 
clown into tho rooms below until the 
rain is over. Then the family moves out 
until tho water is through with its 
dripping. I saw an adobe house in Santa 
Ft* which was built in th«' sixteenth 
century, and, so far as I could sec, the 
walls were us strong and good as any 
house around there. 
‘‘Walls are fcnilt of stone, plastered 
with adobe cement, if I may so call it, 
And <ni« h walls are strong and solid. 
1 
suppose if that country had half as much 
rain ls falls jn Chicago tho ’dobe liousi s 
would after a time crumble away, but 
the average year in New M«*xico is 
made up of 187 days of unclouded sky, 
1119 days when sunshino predominate* 
and only 89 days of clouii, «0 that the 
rainfall does not amount to much more 
than a good sizeil fall of dew .” 
It is estimated that an utlobe house 
eosta about $ 1 0 0 a room, but there are 
mansions built of this material which 
jo,st net less than $30,000 to construct. 
When the “ Americans” settled in New 
Mexico, Utah, Arizona, Nevada and the 
’owcr part of California they accepted 
the tr oless condition of tho country 
and built their lioustis of ’dobe mud.— 
Chicago Record.

Discharged From tho Sorvtc* as a Hope­ 
less Cripple, He Recovered and Re-en­ 
listed — Saved by a Noble Foe on the 
Field at Chanoellorsvllle. 


“ Among the numerous instances of 
remarkable endurance and wonderful 
vitality of wounded soldiers that I had 
knowledge of during the late war, ’ ’ said 
a former hospital attendant, “ I recall 
none so remarkable as that of John Pe­ 
ters 
At the battle of Ball's Bluff he 
was a member of the Forty-second New 
York regiment Ho was liadly wounded 
in tho hip, and lie fell on the field. 
While he lay there another ball frac­ 
tured his right kuee joint. Utterly help­ 
less, he was trampled beneath the feet 
of the contesting soldiers until the close 
of the engagement and was then taken 
prisoner tc Richmond. 
He remained 
there four months, when he was ex­ 
changed and wilt with other wounded 
to tho Philadelphia hospital 
I was an 
attendant there. 
Peters’ wounds had 
been so carelessly attended to that he 
was worse off, if anything, than when 
he was first wounded 
Wo did the best 
we could for him, but he was in such 
shape when able to leave the hospital 
that he was discharged from the service 
as permanently disabled. 
“ Some months afterward I was trans­ 
ferred to a hospital at W allington and 
was there when the battle of Chancel- 
lorsville was fought. 
Two weeks after 
that engagement a number of soldiers 
who had been wounded there were 
transferred from the hospital at Acquia 
Creek to the 
Washington 
hospital 
Among tho most desperately and api«ir 
ently hopelessly wounded of these I 
was amazed to discover John Peters, 
the soldier who hail left the P h ila d e l­ 
phia hospital to pass officially as a life­ 
long cripple 
When he was at last able 
to tell his story, I was still more 
amazed 
After being discharged from 
the sendee as permanently disabled he 
had placed I imself in charge of a noted 
surgeon of that day and after some 
months was made almost as sound as ho 
ever was. 
At any rate he was able to 
re-enlist, which he did in the One Hun 
dred and Fifteenth Pennsylvania and 
became orderly sergeant of his com­ 
pany. 
At Chaneellorsville he was shot 
in the right thigh, the bullet causing a 
compound fracture, and almost at the 
same moment a mime ball struck him 
in the left hip and lodged there against 
the bone. He fell and attempted to rise 
As ho raised his Ii cai! ho was hit by a 
flying piece of shell, which fractured 
his skull and knocked him senseless. 
“ When Peters regained consciousness, 
his regiment had taken another posi­ 
tion, and he lay there between two rak­ 
ing fires, bullets, cannon balls and shells 
whizzing over him for hours, until at 
last he managed to drag himself a few 
yards away to the bank of a stream 
where there were bushes. 
Grasping 
bush, he pui’ed himself over the bank 
and let himself down into the water, 
waist deep, which relieved his pain 
Our troops retreated soon af bar that, 
and the Confederate army swept by 
where Peters hung. After it had passed 
Peters endeavored to draw himself out 
of the stream to the bank, in hope that 
he might be picked up, but he found 
that the bush to which ho clung, while 
sufficient to support him as he crouched 
in the water, was not stiff enough to 
bear his weight in efforts to pull him 
self up on the bank. There was a bush 
just below him evidently strong enough 
to enable him to accomplish his pur 
pose, but it was out of his reach, and 
he released his hold on the bush that 
w'as supporting him to rnako the at­ 
tempt to reach the stronger one ho knew 
he would drop helpless in the stream 
and drown. 
“ W hile he was thus facing death he 
saw a movement on the bank, aud the 
next moment an emaciated face w ith a 
deathlike pallor on it appeared over tho 
edge It was the unmistakable face of a 
badly wounded Confederate soldier who 
w'as dragging himself to tho w'ater. The 
sunk ah eyes fell ou Peters, and the 
owner of them must have comprehend 
cd instantly Peters* peril, for bedrugged 
his body forward and, placing both 
hands on the bush that Peters longed 
for, bent it down toward his helpless 
foe aud gasped: 
“ ‘Huyh, Yank, grab it I’ 
“ The bush dipped so close to Peters 
that he summoned all the little strougtIi 
ho had left, let go the bush he was hold 
lug to and grabbed at the other quo. Ho 
caught it It withstood his weight, and 
after a long aud painful struggle he 
pulled himself by it to the top of the 
bank. 
As soon as he could recover 
breath enough ho turned to tho wound 
od Confederate, who lay quiet on the 
bank, to tliaik him for his kindness. 
Tho man was dead. 
His dying breath 
wan spent in saving the life of a foe. 
“ Two days Peters dragged himself 
about that bloody field of battle before 
succor roached him. 
Ho had been re 
ported dead in the list 
He was sent to 
tho Acquia creek hospital, but 11 dayn 
passed before bis wounds were drees*4 
His case being decided to Im- hopeless, 
he w'as sent to the hospital at Washing 
ton. 
Ho was thor© a month, during 
which it was expected hourly tliat he 
would die, so desperate was his case 
But ho did not die, end I heard subse­ 
quently, having quit tho hospital serv­ 
ice, that he had been discharged from 
the hospital so much restored in health 
that he was preparing for a third en- 
Iiatinept 
Whether he did enter the 
service again I never knew.’’—New 
York Sun.

In the land of sunshine, where a rainy 
day is so rare that it is marked with a 
red cross, the native contracter and 
builder wastes no time figuring en tho i 
strength of material, the crushing limit 
of tubular columns and tho wind pres­ 
sure per square foot of elevation. 
Ho j 
does not pore over blue prints of plans, j 
cross sect ions aud elevations, nor doe* J 
ho w’hittlo down his figures to the finest j 
point so as to come under some other 
contractor’s bid. 
He simply rolls hi* 
trousers up above his knees, digs down 
in a favored ditch or pond until he 
strikes the “ doh© m ud,” and in a short 
tiino ho is ready to Login constructive 
operations. 
Adobe houses are brick houses, but 
the brick is sun drit-d aud made with 
it raw. The clay or mud of which the 
brick is made is a, natural cement pe 
culiar to the arid plains of New Mexico, 
Arizona, Nevada and that belt of state* 
and ti rritories. 
It is turned out in tht 
most prim itive manner, and the Blue 
Island brickmaker who m ight happen 
upon a half breed cfi: Mexican ’debs 
brickmaker would view the operation 
with amusement or disgust. Kiln bum 
ed brick, made of blue clay, however, 
would not meet the requirements im­ 
posed by thee lima tic cond i t ion* of those 
aountries where adobe brick is used. 
In summer an adobe house* is cool; ii 
winter it is warm. Its thick walls ab­ 
watt) the occasional rain, and, although 
the sun dried brick is soft compared to 
the kiln dried article, it dot .-* not crum­ 
ble, aud it stands for ages. 
A man who recently traveled through 
New Mexico was much interested in the 
dobo houses. 
For weeks he inquired

hands of the builders.

Santa Fe he stumbled upon a couple of 
men stamping with their barefoot upon 
clay in a wooden frame.
